Chinaman Probably Fatally As- 


saulted by a South Bos- 


ton Boy 


Boston Feb. 21.—Wan Hlng Wan, a 


Chinese laundryman, whose establish- 
ment Is at 692 Broadway, South Boston, 
lies In the city hospital suffering from a 
fractured skull. 
Wan was hit on the 


head by a flatlron stand, which was 
hurled at him with full force by Arthur 
Finn, A 13-year-f^d boy, who is locked 
up, charged with assault and battery. 
The hospital authorities say that Wan 
is in a very dangerous condition. Should 
he die the boy will be charged with man- 
slaughter. 


According to the police, the Finn boy 


and his younger brother, Albert, and an- 
other boy went into Wan's laundry 
shortly after 7 o'clock last night. They 
have In the past been In the habit of 
getting Chinese nuts from Wan, and 
when, they went there last night they 
asked him for some. 
It is said that 


Wan gave them some. 


Theai the boys began to torment him 


and he ordered them out of the store. 
They refused to go, and he pushed all 
three of them out of the door into the 
street. 
They returned immediately, 


and a second time he pushed them out. 
They entered the store for the third 
time, and Just as they g>ot in the store 
Wan made a dash for them. 
It is as- 


serted that Arthur Finn reached over 
the small railing and picked up a flat- 
iron rest, which he hurled with full force 
at Wan, catching the Chinaman on the 
top of the head, inflicting a deep gash, 
which fractured his gkull. Wan fell to 
the floor bleedling and stunned. A pass- 
erby called Dr. Bevine, who then notified 
the police. 


Officer Shea was detailed on the case, 


and called at young Finn's home. Young 
Finn was in bod at the time, but was 
dressed and taken to station 12. At his 
home he claimed that it was In self- 
defense that he threwtheiron. The police 
say that he told the above story to them 
after reaching the station house. 


The Finn, boy's father tells the follow- 


ing story: 


"For some time past my boys have 


told me of Indecent assaults that this 
Chinaman, Wan, has committed upon 
Ihem, and it was only Monday that I 
warned my younger son Frank not to 
even enter the shop again. 


"I left my boy Arthur shortly before 


7 o'clock at th« corner of I streeit and 
Broadway last evening, and he was' 
starting for the house. When he reached 
home his mother gave him a bundle of 
goods to 'be taken to the laundry. Arthur 
was accompanied by his younger brother 
Albert and another boy. 


"After disposing of'the laundry and 


getting his check, Arthur asked Wan for 
some nuts, and the boy says Wan gave 
him the nuts. 


"Wan then grabbed Albert and at- 


tempted to assault him, and while 
Arthur was remonstrating with him, he 
turned on Arthur, who backed toward 
the door. Wan again rushed at the boy, 
who, 
when he saw him comiintg toward 


film, picked up the iron and threw it at 
him. 


"Arthur came home immediately and 


told tfie story to his mother and myself, 
and Albert corroborated it. When Officer 
Bhea called here, and after listening to 
the boy's story, he said it was the same 
»tory that he had heard."

NEWSPAPER! 
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CAPTURED BY FILIPINOS 


Experiences of Two American 


Soldiers In the Philippines,. 


TEH OEHTS A DAY FOE FOOD 


Unterentlne Story Told by Privates 


Brown aud Slade of Their Impris- 
onment lu Byambuns—How the 
"Gngu" Guard Was Whipped—Fili- 
pino Officers' Treatment of Their 
Men. 
Rynders of *he Yorktown and Prl- 


irates Brown and Single of Company 
L, Fourteenth Infantiy, are the first of 
the Americans captured by the Filipi- 
nos to be rescued, writes Frederick 
I*almer, the special correspondent of 
Collier's Weekly at Manila, under date 
of Dec. 20, 1809. When they appeared 
at company headquarters in town, 
there \-, as this difference in their attire 
—Brown wore a ragged old straw hat 
and Single a ragged old campaign hat. 
Smgle, moreover, had a Spanish dagger 
and a spoon, which he calls his "mess 
kit." The remainder of their wardrobe 
was a pair of khaki trousers and a blue 
shirt. 
Once they were dressed and 


shaved, they were the healthiest look- 
ing men m their company. "Hiking" 
hundreds of miles in the train of Fili- 
pino bands, as long as it did not kill 
them, hardened their tissues. 
Every 


meal of commissariat beef refreshes 
their memory with some additional 
anecdote of their wonderful experi- 
ences. 


Rynders was one of Lieutenant Gill- 


more's command, which was taken last 
April when the Yorktown went to re- 
lieve the Spanish garrison, at Baler. 
The town is a short distance up a river, 
Glllmore, with 14 men, was sent to 
communicate with the garrison while 
the Yorktown lay offshore. The mys- 
tery of how lie was taken when he had 
a rapid fire gun on his launch is DOW 
cleared up. Two or three hundred in- 
surgents stole up on both sides of the 
river. With their first round they kill- 
ed two of the Americans and wounded 
two, one being Rynders, who lost three 
fingers of his right hand. Gillmore was 
taken completely by surprise. He got 
his rapid fire gun into action, but the 
fire of the rebels was so hot that he 
concluded to raise the white flag. 


Rynders did not see Gillmore or any 


of his comrades again after that day. 
It was the Idea of the rebel leaders ap- 
parently that they could produce a 
stronger effect with the objects of their 
prowess by marching them singly 
rather than in bodies through the 
towns and villages. 
Besides, every 


command thought that it had as mnch 
right to one of them as a congressman 
thinks that he has to naming the post- 
masters in his district. 


Brown and Single were not together 


at *he time of their capture. Each be- 
came separated from bis company in 
the advance on the Mariquina valley 
on Oct. 15 and was captured the day 
after. 
Though taken, they were not 


caught napping. Both drew the bolts 
of their rifles and pushed them out of 
eight in the mud. The only loot the 
Insurgents secured from them was the 
crossed guns on Single's hat. There is 
a touch of the daredevil in the make up 
of both men. Their figures are of the 
well knit kind which endures hardship 
well. Brown, a humorist in his way, 
is not more than 5 feet 6. It was he 
who fired away all of his ammunition 
at the enemy and held them at bay for 
a time. Among those he killed was a 
Filipino captain. Out of revenge for 
this the Filipinos prepared a cross and 
were going to crucify him. 


"That's where I got nervous," Brown 


said. "I told 'em it wasn't me—it was 
a lot of our fellows behind me that 
they didn't catch who killed their cap- 
tain. The Gugu officers took my side, 
and they let me off." 


The next day Brown was down with 


fever. The insurgents treated him as 
well as they treated their own men. 
For medicine they gave him common 
table salt. The rebels have a few doc- 
toFS, but no regular hospital service. A 
wound is bandaged, and then, if the 
sufferer has luck, he gets well. Brown 
recovered in two weeks. "The officers 
iidn't want me to die," Brown contin- 
ued. "If I did, they couldn't show me 
off. 
Single and I made_a bigger hit 


than any two performing bears that 
ever hit the pike." Their story, such as 
there is space to tell, is best told in 
their own words, as first one and then 
the other narrated some experience. 


"Yes," Brown said, "they marched 


ns from Mariquina to Byambang over 
the mountains. 
I guess the distance 


must be 7,000 miles. Anyway it's 300 
or 400. Some of the officers wanted 
our shoes more than we did, and we 
had to 'hike' barefooted. That wasn't 
BO bad over th* paddy dikes. When it 
came to rocks and bamboo thicket, our 
feet felt as big as hams and like boils. 
They soon got calloused and hardened, 
but never got over being sore. If we 
bad kept at it long enough, I guess we 
Kronld have grown hoofs." 


"Excuse me from bamboo thorns," 


Single put in as he lifted his trousers 
leg to show three or four ulcers around 
his ankles. "The doctor calls them 
tropical ulcers. I call them sores. Ev- 
ery time you get a thorn in your leg 
you have one. 
•, 


"The first proposition the Filipino 


officers made to us was to Join their 
army. They said they'd make ns cap- 
tains and we'd get 30 pesos, which Is 
less than half of what Uncle Sara pays 
privates for carrying a Krag. We told 
them we wasn't built that way. They 
said we needn't fight, but just drill 
their men, We said that they could do 
their worst to us, but we wouldn't do 
that either. 


"Yes, and they did have one of our 


men who was a captain. His name la 
Howard, and he's a nice thing, he Is. 


He deserted from the Califormas "and 
•went over, early in the game. He tried 
to let on to ns that he was only acting, 
as interpreter under force. We found 
ont, though, that he drilled their men 
and had been in some fights. He acted 
aa interpreter when the officers tried to 
pomp some Information out of us. We 
told them we had 100,000, men. That's 
90,000 more'o we had. But It was the 
«raft, wasn't it? Anything else they 
got out of us wasn't any more encour- 
aging. 


"People out Byambang way don't 


tore as well aa thej^do in the States.

i Most of it we spent on rice aud chick- 
ens. When we had any left over, it 
went for coffee. 
We had too much 


sense to cut much fruit. A fvllow from 
the Thirteenth infantry—u reg'lar, too 
—who was corralled with us later on, 
| wouldn't eat anything but bananas 


i and black sug»!> 
We buried him at 


, Byauibuug only two days before we 
| were rescued 
We could have had all 


i the bmo \\e wanted to drink. We left 
that alone too, Rotgut whisky ain't in 
it with bint>. 


"The oilicers were very decent. The 


privates would have hung us if left to 
themselves. We always had a guard 


i of ten men night and day. They don't 


Lave any Astern of relief. 
All ten 


tiled to keep awake, but most of them 
went to sleep. Usually we slept lu. the 
city hall of the town 
Yes, we had 


some chances to givo the guard the 
slip. We might have tried it if we had 
known where our lines were. If they'd 
caught us then, it would have been all 
up. As we went iu^> \ .village all the 
people came out tc*««wk at us. The 
Gugus have picked up our 'One—two- 
three—four—hep!' 
Our guards would 


start it, and then the whole town would 
be repeating it aud grinning over the 
joke. At lirst the guards used to call 
us names and jostle us, but we taught 
them better. One night when we were 
quartered with a lot of Spanish prison- 
ers the gvarda got altogether too fresh, 
and we sailed in and wiped up the 
floor with them. The Spanish were like 
brothers. 


"The next day we were taken before 


a little round faced Gugu general. We 
told him Americans fought when the 
names of their mothers were taken in 
vain. Instead of hanging us he grin- 
ned a Gugu grin—they're polite little 
beggars—and told us to hit any Gugu 
that called us a bad name and he 
would back us up. After that thoy 
never said anything worse than 'One- 
two—three—hep!' -That's exasperating 
enough when a Gugu says it as you lag 
behind the guard on account of your 
sore feet. They took good care, though, 
you bet, not to get in the way of our 
fists. If there is any one thing the 
Gugu is afraid of, it's a white man's 
fist 


"When we got to Byambang, there 


was a lot'of Spanish prisoners and four 
more of our boys, and we heard that 
our troops were closing In. We talked 
it over and concluded that wa were 
dead tired of 'hiking,' and we wouldn't 
'hike' another inch up north. We never 
iau had much hope of getting back to 
Manila alive anyway. 
We always 


thought that when it came to the 
squeeze and they couldn't take.us any 
farther they'd make way with us. It 
was no use to prolong our misery. So 
when the Gugus got ready to evacuate 
the town we told them we'd 'hiked' our 
last 'hike.' If they wanted to carry us, 
all right. They were too much pressed 
saving their own skins for that. Gee, 
but we were nice looking objects when 
we went to meet the American troops 
coming into the town! Mebbe a man 
in a blue shirt and khaki didn't look 
good! Army coffee, bread and beef are 
what we missed. We're loading to the 
muzzle on them every meal. Out with 
the Gugus it w£s rice, rice, rice all the 
time." 


"And what do you think of the Fili- 


pino army as an organization?" I ask- 
ed Brown. 


"It's not an organization. It's just 


some Gugus and some Mausers. The 
most that we saw together was 3,000, 
and they didn't have guns. They are 
divided into bands all over the place. 
Every band looks out for its own ba- 
con. A soldier who loses his rifle Is 
shot. Not all their rifles are in the 
hands of their soldiers. We saw Mau- 
sers stored in several places. 
There 


must have been 200 or 300 in one place. 
They d6n't intend that we shall cap- 
ture a lot at one haul. Only soldiers 
Who are trusted implicitly are allowed 
rifles. 
Recruits get none until they 


have proved that they won't inten- 
tionally make a mistake and get taken 
prisoner. Their officers ain't what I 
should call very gentle with the men. 
They don't have any awkward squads. 
They put the recruit right in and 
drill him with the company. If he 
makes a little mistake, the officer gives 
him a cuff. It he makes a big mistake, 
the officer pnlls him out of the line and 
lays che whip on his back till he yells. 
Most of the soldiers, especially the re- 
cruits, are pretty sick of their job." 


Sunday morning is the regular time 


for shooting Macabebes, Brown says. 
Since we havo been using the Maca- 
bebes as scouts the Tagals have been 
taking ample revenge on those of their 
old tribal enemies who are outside of 
our lines. Fortunately the district of 
Macabebe Is in our hands, and such of 
these brave little men as suffer for 
the loyalty of their brothers to our 
cause are only an itinerant few who 
are caught away from home. 


The day aftei- their return Brown 


and Single were out playing baseball 
with their company.

lumbia unherMty said recently it is 
quite probable that the Insane asylums 
could be relie\ed of a great portion of 
their patients if a thorough and scien- 
tific investigation is made of the phe- 
nomena of hallucination. The profess- 
or thinks many persons adjudged to be 
insane are merely the victims of the 
sort of hallucination known as autom- 
atism, apparition or coincidence. 
It 


is for the purpose of making such sci- 
entific investigation, by experienced 
observers and experimenters, says the 
New York Herald, that he has suggest- 
ed the raising of a fund of $50,000 a 
year to be expended m the examina- 
tion of cases of automatism and appa- 
rition. 


"The insane asylums are full of this 


sort of thing," said he 
"If we could 


carry out a systematic study of hallu-

Samoan Enterprise of . Commodore 


Wee*er of New York. 


Since peace v--- been re-established 


In the Sanioan islands extensive plans 
for their development have been set 
afoot, writes the Apia (Samoa) corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Post. Com- 
modore N. J. Weaver of the New York 
Yacht »lub came here recently on his 
steam yacht Norna and was so im- 
pressed with the prospects that he de- 
termined to establish on Upolu one of 
the largest cacao plantations in the 
world. He has secured already about 
8,000 acres and doubtless will add to 
this holding in the near future. On 
this property are four large waterfalls 
that will funish hundreds of horse- 
power. The land is sheltered, com- 
paiatlvely level and finely watered. 


Commodore Weaws has gone to 


Auckland, but wifi *pturn soon, afcd 
then intends to go to the United States 
in March to purchase large supplies, 
including lumber, water power machin- 
ery, an icemaking plant, tools, provi- 
sions, etc. He plans to use electricity 
largely in labor saving devices, and 
trolley lines will gridiron the planta- 
tion, making every point accessible. 
The Samoans as well as white planters 
will be urged to plant cacao, as Mr.

clnations, as was carried out in France 
by Pierre Janet, we probably should 
be able to discover a cure for all forms 
of insanity based upon hallucination. 
Of course it would not be expected 
that our investigations would enable 
us to deal curativeljr with acute mania, 
with melancholia or with epileptic in- 
sanity—these forms have a far differ- 
ent origin—but we could probably find 
the cause of the trouble in cases of 
mental Insanity, which is generally 
based upon hallucinations. 


"We could expend $30,000 a year to 


the great benefit of science and practi- 
cal medicine, I believe. 
We should 


have trained investigators, with a cen- 
tral organization. It will be necessary 
to investigate all forms of hallucina- 
tion, apparition, automatism and coin- 
cidences. Many of the so called insane 
are merely the victims of one of these 
forms of hallucination. To help them 
would be one of the practical results of 
the investigattons we propose. There 
are also scientific results that would be 
of equal value m throwing light upon 
many operations of the mind and nerv- 
ous organism. 


"We have not the tirde or the means 


to make all the investigations that are 
necessary. I know of cases of appari- 
tion, for instance, which might be of 
tremendous import if I had only time 
to interrogate the persons interested 
and so ascertain the true state of facts 
and their real scientific value. If we 
could bring together coincidental phe- 
nomena that suggest hallucination, I 
believe it would materially modify the 
present accepted theory of insanity. If 
insanity, as is generally believed, lies 
on ^ie borderland of any state of fu- 
ture existence, we ought not to consid- 
er it or to treat it from the materialis- 
tic point of view. It would be worth 
our while to ransack all the asylums 
for the sake of being able to ascertain 
this single truth. 


"Automatism is an apparition that 


recalls some past experience of an in- 
dividual which he does not recognize. 
Many cases of automatism occurred in 
the trances of Mrs. Piper in her sit- 
tings for out society, and many are fre- 
quently occurring in the automatic 
writing of the 'communicators' on the 
other side. For instance, Mrs. Piper's 
'communicator' broke off once in the 
midst of a message to say, 'Don't you 
hear her singing?' Immediately 'Bee- 
tor,' who has directed the communica- 
tions for us from the other side, said, 
'Sometlling is wrong with the ma- 
chine.' He meant that there was some- 
thing wrong with Mrs. Piper's organ- 
ism. A familiar case of automatism is 
where a person, looking toto a crystal, 
sees a vision. He does not recognize 
the scene, but when he describes it to 
a friend the latter says: 'Why, don't 
you remember? We visited that scene 
when we were children.' Dreams are 
generally good examples of automa- 
tism." 


Professor Hyslop also said data are 


cr^'mually being obtained that throw 
ligiit upon the conditions of the future 
life. 
"It may take years, perhaps a 


century, to bring together sufficient 
data," he said, "to enable us to form a 
scientific conclusion, but I believe it 
will come as one of the results of the 
constant pursuit of these investiga 
tions. The 'communicators,' as we call 
them, tell us little of the future state 
largely, as I boliovp. bocanso they real 
Ize that we should~n'ot understand their 
language and concepts. 


"Another suggestion from the other 


side of the grave that is of interest is 
that the 'communicators' who are the 
best are those nvho are frcshast from 
earth. It Is this lower sphere, appar- 
ently occupied by those most recently 
from the earth, that keeps in touch 
with us." 


Professor Hyslop said that the reccp 


tions of the^ws and purposes of the 
Society For Psychical Research .an 
amusingly varied.

New York will shortly have a society 


for the improvement of the American 
speakine voice. Its promoter is Miss 
Lily Curtis, who declares that the 
"throat clutch, the jaw clinch and tbe 
tone of despondency in the average 
American voice are bound to have a 
profound moral effect on the character 
of the owner." Clubwomen and teach- 
ers, society leaders and others who de- ' 
sire adventitious aids to amiability 
have given their names and the organi- 
zation will be duly formed in the very 
Bear future. 


Miss Curtis, who has demonstrated 


voice theories for 12 years past on the 
school children of New York city, ad- 
dressed the Public Education associa- 
tion the other afternoon at tbe Berke- 
ley lyceum, says the New York World. 
She illustrated the "before and after 
taking" effects with a class, of children 
from the public schools with voices un- 
sweetened and a class of little cripples 
from the Henrietta Industrial school 
who have learned to properly qualify 
their tones. Both in singing and speak- 
ing, Miss Curtis made the differences 
plain and contended that beginning 
from the top of jthe scale and going 
downward, instead of from the bottom 
up, was the one sure mode of eliminat- 
ing harshness. Women's voices, she 
argued, were worse than men's be- 
cause forced. 


PREHISTORIC MINE FOUND. 


Stone and Copper Implements In a 


Huge Wyoming- Excavation. 


Joseph L. Stein, owner of the Chica- 


go mine, situated near Hartville, Wy., 
passed through Denver the other after- 
noon on his way to Moberly, Mo. He 
claims to have located what will prove 
more valuable to archaeologists than 
the highest grade gold mine. It is said 
to be the only prehistoric mine ever un- 
covered. 


The workings, tunnels, drafts and 


levels ramify an area of over one mile 
square, and the abandoned ground is 
rich with implements of both the cop- 
per and stone ages, says the Chicago 
Times-Herald. The system of tunnel- 
ing must have been through some proc- 
ess lost ages ago, for there is no Indi- 
cation of drilling or blasting. 


In exploring a cave in Whalen canyon 


adjoining the mine he found the bones 
of a man and evidences that the man 
was not only a cave dweller, but bad 
companions in that rocky fortress. 
There was a tier sleeping apartment. 
The bones discovered were disconnect- 
ed.

South African Millionaire'* SUter 


Say* Y<yi Feel at Home In It Di- 
rectly—Tells of a Visit to tbe Mines. 
Happy and Contented Liven of the 
Natives. 


Of peculiar interest at this time is a 


letter describing a visit to Kimberley, 
written from that place by Miss Edith 
Rhodes, a sister of Cecil Rhodes, and 
which is printed in The Ladies' Field 
of London. 


This letter is important not only be- 


cause of the personality of the author, 
but because of its description of a 
place tliat is now the most active the- 
ater of the South African war. 


One who has read about South Africa 


has become familiar with the wonder- 
ful karroo. Miss Rhodes tells what it 
is like. 


"Imagine miles and miles of flat land 


covered with curious low gray shrubs 
and thorn bushes, with sometimes a 
water course," she writes. "And con- 
stantly narrow white roads run close 
to the railway track. 
And perhaps 


now and then you see a Boer or farm- 
er's encampment — a wagon with a 
white tilt, some horses, a fire burning 
brightly and two or three stalwart, 
rough, dirty, brown clothed men, a 
woman or two and three or four or 
more children and a thin, starved dog. 


"Somewhere far in the distance rises 


a violet hill, and by the water courses 
grow the yellow mimosas, and all along 
the track are scattered the white skulls 
of dead cattle and many broken bot- 
tles." 


She describes the strong and sturdy 


Boer farmers at the stations, saying 
also they look very unkempt and un- 
civilized 
She goes into raptures over 


the fine air and the beautiful sunsets 
and thus describes the town: 


"Kimbeiley is such a dear, cozy little 


place! That is the only way I can de- 
scribe it to you. 
It is the kind of 


place that you feel at home in directly. 
Perhaps this is because everybody, 
from the first person you meet to the 
last, cannot do enough for you. 


"We went to the mine—the great De 


Beers mine. You go down in a cage— 
and down it is with a vengeance—till 
at last you come to a stop, and there 
you are put on ^a kind of trolley car and 
pushed along a road very narrow in 
places and 'tery wet. 


"We saw where they get the dia- 


monds from and how they separate 
them from the clay. 
There were a 


number of convicts working with 
white overseers and also some wonder- 
ful machines, a new invention, where 
the diamonds are washed and shaken 
from tier to tier and finally landed all 
together at the bottom of these tiers 
free from gravel and dirt. 


"Then we went to the office where 


the diamonds are kept and saw them 
laid out all along a table, sorted into 
packets. Two ladies work in this room 
at the sorting as well as men. 


"Another day we went to the De 


Beers compound. This is a wonderful 
place — masses and masses of black 
men, 
Zulus, Basutos, Matabeles, Ma- 


shonas, Hottentots, men of every tribe 
under the sun, and all at their ease. 


"Some were cooking, some were 


mending their clothes, some playing on 
their pianos, a sort of wooden instru- 
ment, and some were fast asleep They 
were all of them quite happy and con- 
tented. Outside the gates a lot of men 
were waiting. I was told they were 
natives waiting for a chance of being 
taken on." 


Miss Rhodes tells about the natives 


in the inclosure singing Moody and 
Sankey hymns and then giving a war 
dance. She says also that they drink 
very hot English sauce because they 
like its fiery taste. No liquor is allow- 
ed within the compound. She con- 
tinues: 


"People in England write about how 


badly the natives are treated, but these 
are people who know nothing about it. 
None of the natives looked hunted or 
sullen or thin or unhappy. They were 
like a great family, laughing, talking, 
working, sleeping. 
There is none of 


them afraid that he will be ill treat- 
ed or beaten or hurt in any way." 


In another letter Miss Rhodes de- 


scribes her brother's splendid home on 
his estate of Groote Schur, Cape Town, 
where a lion is kept a prisoner in Mr. 
Rhodes' private "zoo." 
Mr. Rhodes 


presented this lion to the "zoo" in Pre- 
toria, but it was immediately returned 
by the government, which did not wish 
to accept a present from Mr. Rhodes. 
The lion is to be sent to Regent's park, 
London, when Cecil Rhodes gets free 
from Kimberley and gives the order. 


It is worthy of note that neither Miss 


Rhodes nor her sister ever wears dia- 
monds, notwithstanding the fact that 
their brother owns more of them than 
any man in the world.

Tet it is 
difficult to see how men could first have 
the senator Hoar and Springfield Re- 
publican opinion and later surrender it 
for the position of those who have be- 
lieved from the beginning that the 
larger amount of right was on the side 
of President McKinley. If there is in 
the president's policy all the evil to 
the nation that Senator Hoar would 
have us believe there is, it is not read- 
ily understandable how men at one 
time agreeing with him should come to 
agree with those holding the diametric- 
ally opposing opinion.

We 
are informed that the population of 
the former island is now 1,572,840, while 
that of the latter is 957,679. According 
to the last regular census taken by the 
Spanish government in 1887, the popu- 
lation of .Cuba was 1,587,876, and that 
of Puerto Rico in the same vear was 
806,708. In 1877, the population of Cuba 
was 1,509,291; there was, therefore, in 
the next ten years, an increase of over 
80,000. Now ther« is a positive decrease 
s'nce 18S7 of almost exactly 15,000. It 
follows that the loss by the reconcen- 
trado policy applied by Captain-Gen- 
eral Weyler wag, after all, not so great 
as had been expected. We must infer 
that the proportion between, the white 
and the colored elements of the pop- 
ulation has not been seriously disturbed 
since 1887, when the pepole of color 
constituted only 30-54 per cent of the 
whole. This is, manifestly, a matter 
of great importance as regards the de- 
termination of the conditions of which 
the franchise shall be exercised at the 
election of members) of a convention 
called for the purpose of framing a con- 
stitution for independent Cuba. If the 
blacks still constitute only about a 
third of the inhabitants, there is no ex- 
cuse for depriving them of the suff- 
rage. To impose such a. disqualification 
would run counter to the latest amend- 
ments of our own constltutioni which 
it is the business of our federal gov- 
ernment to obey, in the spirit even in 
extra-territorial acts, and it would also 
place us in. an unfavorable litrtit, as 
compared with the Spanish monarchy,

outbreak of the recent war. As re- 
gards Puerto Rico, it is satisfactory to 
learn from the preliminary announce- 
ment made by the census-takers that 
the population has not suffered ma- 
terially 
from the hurricane which 


caused such widespread devastation, 
and from the resultant destitution to 
which a large number of the inhabi- 
tants were subjected. Evidently, the 
supplies of food and money forwarded 
from the United States arrived in 
time, and were of material assistance. 
It is not eleemosynary aid, however, 
that the Puerto Ricans need and de- 
serve, but a market for their surplus 
products. We regret that the recom- 
mendation made by Mr. McKinley in 
his third annual message, that the 
products of Puerto Rico should be ad- 
mitted to the the United States duty 
free, does not seem likely to be adopt- 
ed. Congress, we learn, will prefer to 
substitute a bill admitting the com- 
modities of Puerto Rico to American 
ports upon the payment of duties rep- 
resenting one-quarter of the existing 
tariff. Products of the United States 
will be admitted to Puerto Rico upon 
equivalent terms. There is this, how- 
ever, to be said for the proposed act, 
that all moneys accruing from the du- 
ties levied under it, whether in the 
United States or in Puerto Rico, are 
to be set apart as a fund for the bene- 
fit of the island. It is, of course, under- 
stood that all foreign goods going to 
Puerto Rico will be subjected to the 
full dues levied by the Dingley tariff. 
From these three sources, there should 
be available a considerable sum for 
the internal improvement of the island 
and we presume that the imposition of 
a duty amounting to only 25 per cent 
of the Dingley rates will not operate 
as a bar to the importation of sugar, 
tobacco and fruit from Puerto Rico. 
Coffee, of course, is already on the free 
list, and the production of that staple 
will be stimulated in the Island from 
the moment that American coffee con- 
sumers learn to appreciate the super- 
iority of the Puerto Rico berry to it? 
Brazilian competitor.—Collier's Week- 
ly. 


England'* Black Alllen 


The South African Basutos would be 


a difficult nation to suoross and bring 
under control again if once armed. 
They arc a warlike and miperlor Kaffir 


tribe, numbering: over two hundred and 
twenty thousand, ' aijid have adopted 
more of the civilized manners andi ways 
of the white settlers than any other 
of the South African natives. 
Fully 


fifty thousand of them are said to be 
adherents of the 
different 
Christian 


missionaries who have labored among 
them. They have never been disarmed 
and In an emergency they would prove 
a formidable foe in the field. The para- 
mount chief today Is Lerothodl, a man 
of great force and enegry, and hig-hly 
civilized. He la the direct successor 
of Moshesh, the famous chief who 
built up the Basuto kingdom out of the 
fugitive clans tha£ were driven south- 
ward in the first decade of the present 
century. The English had a clash with 
the Basutos in 1848 after their victory 
over the Boers, and they were severly 
defeated in the opening campaign, and 
before a larger .reinforcement of Eng- 
lish could be dispatched to the scene 
Moshesh prudently sued for terms of 
peace. This wily move saved the Ba- 
sutos from an exterminating war with 
the English and made the two nations 
live peaceably together for upwards of 
half a century. 
The English, in fact, 


became their protectors and advisers. 
When the war between the Basutos and 
the Boers of the Orange Free State 
broke out ten years later, the para- 
mount chief Moshesh appealed to the 
governor1 of Cape Colony, who inter- 
fered and settled the disputed bound- 
ary question This was repeated again 
in 1865, when the Boers made a supreme 
effort to annihilate the Basutos whom 
they accused of stealing their cattle. 
This time the English declared the Ba- 
sutos English subjects, and the Free 
State had to settle the matter with the 
British high commissioner.—Collier's 
Weekly.

Very ftfw business houses at Pretoria 


bave closed up since the war began. 
Cflicishs of the government, business 
men and professional men of Pretoria 
nearly all wmt to the front soon after 
the breaking out of the war. They go 
and come from the laagers with as lit- 
tle show of excitement us though their 
mission was un ordinary but grave one. 
A siugle instance of boastful predic- 
tions did not once come under my at- 
tention. The people of Pretoria know 
what the resources of the empire are, 
and I am sure that they do not deceive 
themselves by expecting that England 
will stop the war before the last one of 
her sinews has been expended, says the 
Pretoria correspondent of tho London 
Muil. To them the outcome Is certain. 
On the other hand, one should not be 
deceived by the belief that those of the 
Boers who believe this are ignorant. 
Men who have graduated In their pro- 
fessions and taken degrees in England 
itself are just as certain as to the 
progress of the war, the bloody story 
it will continue to tell and the final de- 
feat of the British army, as the swar- 
thiest Boer from the veldt. 


The women at Pretoria, wives and 


daughters and mothers of the men at 
the front, are so certain that the cause 
for which the republic Is fighting Is 
the purest one that men can struggle 
ffor that they are more fervent and de- 
termined in their efforts to assist their 
ca-use than even the men themselves. 
Every home in Pretoria is a base of 
supplies of food 
and clothing for 


burgher* at the front. 
Tho women 


gather together at each other's houses 
in sewing parties, making troupers and 
coats for those of their family in the 
firing line. 
Every day one can see 


bright faced women driving to the sta- 
tion with carts full of provisions for 
relatives at the front. They take their 
turns in going to the front themselves 
as nurses and in caring for the wound- 
ed men in the hospitals of Pretoria it- 
self. No army ever had more service- 
able allies than the Boers in South 
Africa have in their wives. I have 
seen them taking delicacies to the Eng- 
lish prisoners at the race course. This 
at first struck me as most .extraordi- 
nary. 


"These poor boys did not know what 


they were fighting for. They were in 
the army as soldiers, and one can't 
blame them for doing what they were 
ordered." 
This was the explanation 


that a motherly old Boer woman gave 
me as she handed a very bashful Irish 
Tommy Atkins a little package of deli- 
cacies that she had prepared herself. 
I think private soldiers get more deli- 
cacies from the hands of the Boer wo- 
men than ever find their way to the 
officers in the big schoolhouse in the 
center of the town. But both the offi- 
cers and the privates have received 
more games, books and' even pigskin 


' footballs than ever before fell into the 
hands of military prisoners. 


At night the streets of Pretoria are 


patrolled by the burghers who have 
aot yet been commandeered for actlvo 
service at the front. They take turns 
guarding the property of the city. 
Strangers can get but a short distance 
before they are accosted and asked to 
explain their business. In this way 
the .property of the town is even more 
carefully watched than it was before 
the war began.

Dr. D. K. Pearsons of Chicago, who 


has given $2,500,000 to educational and 
charitable institutions in the'' last ten 
years, announces that he is about to 
dispose of the remainder of his fortune, 
amounting to $1,500,000, in the same 
way. The philanthropist has arranged 
that he and bis wife shall receive an, 
annuity of 2 per cent, or 530,000, for 
their support during the remainder of 
their lives. This will cease when he 
and Mrs. Pearsons are dead. 


Dr. Pearsons proposes to act as his 


own executor and expects to settle his 
estate within five years.

combs. The queen will fill it up with eggs 
at once.

spring the stock will be of the new queen 
in less than a month.

vide £o>r manual training in public 
schools in cities of over 20,000: and Mr. 
Tolmari of Pittsfteld quite as warmlv 
opposed him, and the latter was.finally 
supported, 13 to 12, and the bill was 
rejected in accordance with the reiwrt 
of the committee on education^ 


Lepve to withdraw was resorted by 


the committee oa fisheries and game on 
the petition of C. A. Smith and others 
to change the trout law for the four 
western counties to forbid taking any 
under five inches in length, and to add 
the month of July to the close season. 


Congressman Lawrence's speech in 


Boston Monday night at the Merchants- 
association banquet, in which he de- 
fended Senator Hoar, was briefly re- 
ported in yesterday's issue, but the fol- 
lowing report in full of the first of h^s 
speech will be of especial interest. He 
said: 


"Mr. President—Although I realize 


that it is very late, still I am glad to be 
able to express my delight at once 
again standing in the very center of 
civilization, for, while I realize that 
Boston is not in die first congressional 
district, still it Is, perhaps, near enough 
to North AdVns to be annexed to it. 


I came from Washington simply to 


act'as a committee of escort to the dis- 
tinguished gentlemen who have ad- 
dressed you, but I am specially grati- 
fied that my friends have shown them- 
selves tonight to be statesmen of a high 
type, in that they have not felt obliged 
to follow the example recently set by 
certain politicians in insulting the 
honored name of George F. Hoar. Per- 
sonally, I believe it to be the duty of 
every citizen, whether he be in public 
or in private li£p, to support the present 
administration in its struggle to put 
down insurrection. 


"As a representative from Massachu- 


setts I shall stand by President Mc- 
Kinley and our army in their efforts 
to bring law and order and govern- 
ment to the people of the Philippine 
islands . And I have no sympathy with 
uterances which might make more 
difficult the task of those brave men 
who wear our uniform, who are car- 
rying our flag and fighting our battles 
so many thousand miles from home. 


"The man who would apply the word 


'traitor,' to Senator Hoar is utterly 
ignorant of the history of the United 
States. He is utterly ignorant of the 
career of a man whose whole life has 
been inspired by love of country and is 
a record of unselfish service to the 
state. And so tonight I resent it in the 
name of the republican party, of which 
he has so long been an honored mem- 
ber. I resent it in the name of his be- 
loved commonwealth, I resent it in the 
name of decency and fair play." -

on Congressman 


Lawrence's speech as quoted above, the 
Union praising him and the Republi- 
can much dissatisfied. The Union says: 


"It was a manly stand that the North 


Adams congressman took, both in sup- 
port of the president and in defense of 
Senator Hoar. The senator's position 
is wrong, he has arrayed himself 
a.TEir.st his party and against the ad- 
ministration, and he is lending aid and 
omfort, at least, to the democrats, but 
to charge him with treason as Con- 
gressman Cushman did is carrying the 
matter too far, and it resulted natural- 
ly in arousing sympathy for Senator 
Hoar, and in bringing to mind the long 
services of the Worcester statesman to 
his party and his country. 
Senator 


Hoar and Congressman Thayer, both of 
Worcester, now stand practically alone 
as the representatives of this common- 
wealth in congress opposed to 
the 


policy of the president. Both 
are 


vigorous in their denunciation of that 
policy, b'/t we believe that both, while 
mistaken, are honest, and over harsh 
language is not argument, it is abuse." 


The Republican says: 
Representative Lawrence not only de- 


fended Senator Hoar in his speech be- 
fore the Boston merchants' association 
Mond;iy evening, but he seized the oc- 
casion for doing the expected thing, and 
followed Representatives 
Gillett and 


McCall in publicly announcing his 
support of the administration in the 
conquest of the Philippines. The rep- 
resentative from the 1st district makes 
reference to the soldiers of the United 
States, who are bravely and loyally, as 
always, performing the duty that is 
given them. The play upon pmiular 
feeling is natural under the circum- 
stances as serving to glorify to the 
seeming the position taken. But there 
i.s a word to be said here. Let 
us 


have clear thinking all the time:— 


Theirs not to make reply, 
Theirs not to reason why, 
Theirs bnt to do and die. 


It is in order for Mr. Lawrence and all 
cf us to keep in mind how and by whom 
the task in which our army is engaged 
« as set, the prosecution of 'this damn- 
able war." 


''The met] who would recognize the 


rights of others even as we would have 
others recognize our rights—supposing 
that we were not yet great enough to 
command them by force of arms— are 
nit making more difficult 'the task of 
these brave men,' our soldiers." The 
republican then continues to attack 
the administration's course as usual.
